DISEASE GERMS STICK. 


He n ce It Is A lm o s t Im p o ssible to Have 
Re ally Cle an Han ds. 
That the slovenly habits or ill health 
of the cook s and waiters who serve us 
in dining cars, hotels, restaurants and 
our own homes may be an even great 
er menace to our health than defective 
plumbing is the fact brought out by 
some interesting investigations made 
by Surgeou Cummins of the British 
army. 
It used to be thought that if our serv­ 
ants’ hands—and our own—were wash 
ed with reasonable frequency we were 
safe, but Dr. Cummins shows that even 
the most scrupulous cleansing will not 
relieve hands that have been in contact 
with disease germs from the liability 
of infecting others. In short. Dr. Cum­ 
mins declares that so long as we live 
in this world of dirt and microbes our 
hands can never be really clean. 
To prove bis contention Dr. Cummins 
dipped the tip of his forefinge. in a 
liquid containing millions of typhoid 
bacilli 
The finger was next rinsed 
in 
an antiseptic solution, then in very 
cold water and then in water that was 
almost boiling. After all this cleansing 
it was washed in a small quantity of 
sterile water. 
This water when ana 
lyzed showed no less than 313 colonies 
of typhoid bacilli. 
Not satisfied with this discouraging 
proof of the futility of clean hands, the 
doctor proceeded to soak his infected 
finger tip in pure alcohol. 
Then he 
washed it again in sterile water. This 
time the analysis of the water revealed 
four colonies of typhoid bacilli. 
Another experiment made by 
Dr 
Cummins was to rest a typhoid laden 
linger tip for Just an instant on the 
surface of n bowl of soup. 
The soup 
was then allowed to stand for twenty- 
four hours. 
When finally analyzed it 
revealed nearly 40,000 typhoid bacilli to 
every cubic inch.—New Y’ork Ameri­ 
can.

Again, dishonesty al­ 
ways bears the mark of ignorance.

dishonest man cannot know whether 
another man is really honest,

m ost sinful men, he inv ariably su s­ 
pects others of his own b aseness, of­ 
ten unjustly. Only an honest m an can 
really know w h ether another man is 
honest.

T h at is 
why Jesu s said, “ Ye shall know the 
tru th ,” not error, “and the tru th shall 
m ake y ou free.” 
W hatev er is desti­ 
tu te ot' tru th and of 
u nderstanding 
is necessarily 
m indless—lacking 
in 
the v ery qu alities th at 
characterize 
m ind or intellig ence. 
Hence the so- 
caliied carnal mind is 
110 mind at all. 
Sugges tion 
An ex traordinary claim of the car­ 
nal mind is to project itself htrou g h 
su g g estion. 
Beg inning mildly , these 
su g g estions 
become 
more 
insistent 
only to the deg ree they are believ ed 
or indu lg ed by the indiv idu al. 
Conse­ 
qu ently he alone endows them with all 
the seeming power they 
ev er 
had. 
Psy cholog y has seized u pon this mode 
of operation, so pecu liar to the carnal 
mind, and dev eloped its su g g estions 
into v ariou s sy stem s. 
Some of these 
sy stem s hav e been 
called 
hy pnotic 
su g g estion, 
v ibratory 
su g g estion, 
au to-su g g estion 
therapeu tie-su g g es- 
tion, 
psy co-su g g estion, and ev en so- 
called 
Christian 
psy cholog y . 
They 
are 
all 
conceded 
to 
he 
the 
oper­ 
ation of the hu m an will or v ibratory 
su g g estion— the produ ct of the carnal 
mind whose basis is a lie. 
Anciently 
these sy stem s of su g g estion were em ­ 
ploy ed by the mag icians, 
astrolog ers 
and necrom ancers. 
It is a m atter of 
record th at those m ag icians and sor­ 
cerers were continu ally at w ar with 
Moses, Daniel and 
the' 
early 
Chris­ 
tians, ev en as the representativ es of 
these modern sy stem s of su g g estion 
are continu ally at w ar with Christian 
Science. 
And why ? Becau se they are 
the produ ct of the carnal m ind; and 
the C criptu res declare that the carnal 
mind is “enm ity ag ainst 
God.”

Jesu s repu diated the u se of hu man 
will, for He said, “I can of mine own 
s e l f 'do 
nothing ;

. 
. 
becau se 
I 
seek not mine own will, bu t the will 
of the F ather.” 
We 
mig ht 
repeat 
these words and su bstitu te 
honesty 
for an added meaning . 
“ I can of mine 
own self do nothing ; 
. 
. 
. 
becau se 
I seek not mine own sense of honesty , 
bu t the honesty of the Father, from 
prinnciple.” 
It is only 
that 
honesty 
from principle that has the spiritu al 
power to ov ercome dishonesty . 
It is 
only that g oodness from principle that 
has the spiritu al power to ov ercome 
ev il. 
It is only that mind or will of 
God— the div ine 
principle— that 
has 
the spiritu al power to ov ercome sick­ 
ness and disease. 
C hrist Jesu s spe­ 
cifically declared th at He u sed or em­ 
ploy ed only th at will or mind which is 
God— the polar 
opposite 
of 
su g g es­ 
tion. 
Christians are, 
moreov er, 
en­ 
joined by the Scriptu res to “let this 
mind be in y ou , which was 
also 
in 
Christ Jesu s.” 
One Mind 
Job declared concerning God, “Then 
art in one Mind,” and 
Jesu s 
recog ­ 
nized bu t one m ind—the mind which 
is God. 
He referred to Him as “My 
God and y ou r God.” 
He is therefore 
my mind and y ou r m ind; He is my 
life and y ou r life; my 
honesty 
and 
y ou r honesty ; my 
intellig ence 
and 
y ou r intellig ence; for, as Pau l say s 
“In Him we liv e, and mov e, and hav e 
ou r being .” Endowed with that “mind 
which was also in Christ Jesu s,” we 
may fu lfil the scriptu ral 
enjoinmenc 
“be not ov ercome of ev il, 
bu t 
ov er 
come ev il with g ood.’ 
Some mig ht 
say , howev er, “if g ood will ov ercome 
ev il, so will ev il ov ercome g ood.” P.u t 
that is not tru e, for the reason that 
g ood and ev il are not alike. 
They 
bear precisely the sam e 
relation 
to 
one another as do intellig ence and 
non-intellig ence, as do 
the 
positiv e 
and neg ativ e, as do lig ht and dark­ 
ness. 
Intellig ence will destroy non- 
intellig ence, bu t non-intellig ence can 
nev er destroy intellig ence.

lu minate thou g ht to consciou s f treng th 
in the g ood to ru le ou t ev il. 
Sin not of God 
Jesu s employ ed the term sin in ov er 
one hu ndred places in the fou r Gos­ 
pels, and in each case the correspond­ 
ing word in the Greek m anu scripts Is 
ham artia. 
The first m eaning impu ted 
to this word ham artia is “to miss the 
m ark,” as in the throw ing of a spear. 
The Greeks were mu ch g iv en to the 
enjoy m ent of athletic g ames, and if 
tone were to hu rl a spear and miss the 
1 mark, 
he 
comm itted 
h a m a rtia —the 
same word which Jesu s employ ed for 
I sin. 
So it is with archery . 
When a 
I man pu lls his bow and shoots his ar­ 
row, if he fails to hit the mark, he has 
transg ressed the laws of archery or 
committed ham artia. 
Ev en so sin is 
the transg ression of the div ine law, 
and it is so defined by ou r lex icons. 
W hat is it that wou ld m ake a man 
transg ress the laws of archery ? 
Is if 
not his ig norance or lack of practice? 
And what is sin bu t the resu lt of ig 
noranee or disobedience of the div ine 
law ? 
No edu cated person cou ld trans- 
ig ress the simple law that two and two 
are tou r, for he not only u nderstands 
it bu t practices it, and he will tell the 
child that his errors are not in the 
m athem atical law nor of 
that 
law; 
that m athem atical law knows nothing 
of m istakes bu t heals them, ev en as 
intellig ence dispels ig norance. 
So it 
is that sin is not in the div ine law nor 
of the div ine law. 
God nev er v isited 
a man with sin. 
God not only is not 
the au thor of sin, hu t He nev er af­ 
flicted a man with it, 
for 
as 
the 
prophet H abakku k has said, 
“Thou 
art of pu rer ey es than to behold ev il, 
and canst not look on iniqu ity .” 
Sin 
is the transg ression of G ods law, the 
resu lt of ig norance, fear 
or 
wilfu l­ 
ness. 
W hen therefore Jesu s cam e to 
fu lfil the law and to teach the u nder­ 
standing of it. He was remov ing the 
possibility of sin; an dincideu tally the 
wag es of sin. 
Dis eas e Mental 
Christian Science presents the u n­ 
derstanding of the C hrist 
law 
with 
su ch simplicity 
and 
accu racy 
that 
ev en the children and y ou ng people 
readily g ain its 
spiritu al 
meaning , 
which liberates them from su ffering 
and sin of ev ery sort. 
T hat is based 
on the recog nition that disease in its 
cau se is mental. 
Consu mption, for ex ­ 
ample, is considered by m any to be an 
incu rable disease.

The g entleman is, nev er­ 
theless, a practicing su rg eon, ex amin 
ing phy sician for a larg e life insu r­ 
ance concern, and also instru ctor in 
phy siolog y and hy g iene 
in

konwn American u niv ersity . 
More­ 
ov er, the declaration w-as made before 
a leg islativ e 
comm ittee 
on 
pu blic 
health a t the 
M assachu setts 
state 
hou se. 
A phy sician 011 this committee 
promptly challeng ed the declaration; 
whereu pon the su rg eon 
inv ited 
cita- 
tations, and the com m itteem an cited 
appendicitis and 
pneu monia. 
“Two 
v ery g ood cases,” rem arked the su r­ 
g eon. 
"Now’ let. u s su ppose the case 
of a man said to be su ffering from ap­ 
pendicitis. 
He m ay be operated 
011, 
his appendix cu t ou t, and after a time 
he m ay recov er; bu t he isn’t healed, 
becau se he no long er has an appen­ 
dix ,and he ou g ht to hav e one. 
So it 
is with 
pneu monia,” 
he 
continu ed. 
"No dru g , medicine or phy sician can 
heal it. 
We may assist the situ ation 
in helping to absorb the accu mu lation 
th at appears, bu t we nev er can stop 
the accu mu lation nor heal 
the 
dis­ 
ease. 
If it is healed at all, it is natu re 
that does the healing .” 
And, strang e 
as it may seem, the phy sician had no­ 
thing to say . 
He cou ld not fail to 
recog nize the g reat tru th, that it is 
not the dru g , bu t natu re, th at heals. 
What is Nature? 
W hat then is natu re? 
It cannot he 
a thing in and of itself. 
It mu st ch ar­ 
acterize or be the natu re of something 
else. 
Jesu s said, according to the re 
v ised v ersion of the Bible, 
‘God 
is 
Spirit,” and the natu re of Spirit mu st 
be spiritu al. 
It is 
spiritu al 
natu re 
th at 
heals. 
Bu t 
we 
cannot 
af­ 
ford to wait blindly on natu re to heal. 
The silly nonsense of try ing to imag ­ 
ine one’s self to be well, while one is 
su ffering , will not bring a recov ery . 
We may bu t tu rn to the man who, in

Jesu s, “I.iord, I believ e,

mine u nbelief.” 
There one may reh- 
og nize the u tte r helplessness of blind 
faith; 
bu t Jesu s and 
His disciples, 
with their u nderstanding , had dom in­ 
ion ov er all. 
T herefore the Christian 
Scientist proceeds directly to lay hold 
of the actu al u nderstanding 
of 
the 
sam e 
spiritu al 
natu re 
that 
Jesu s 
tau g h t 
and 
dem onstrated. 
W here­ 
u pon, clothed with 
spiritu al 
u nder­ 
standing , he may apply it intellig ent­ 
ly to the specific case, and the sick and 
the sinning are healed qu ickly and 
wholly . 
Conclus ion
